He had no tn- 
tention of taking a leap in the dark 
and would follow closely the working 
out of the American plan, but he felt 
that the Canadian postoffice should 
be able to make a success of it and 
in this respect would place Canada 
a par with other nations, He intimat-

DANGEROUS PLATFORMS, 


At the inquest on the body of the 
late Imspector Tidsbury on Tuesday

that the cars, upon coming along 
side, project 14 inches over the plat 
form, thus leaving a clearance of uni, 
23 inches.’ Persons unwittingly stana 
ing too close to the track, as Dy 
doubt Inspector Tidsbury did c. 
(Monday night, would therefore be 
knocksd down by approaching ca. 
without the warning of their impena 
ing fate. 

Similar conditions prevail at the 
patform adjoining the waiting roon. 
at the north side of the low §leve, 
er’dge, the danger being accentuatec 
at this point by the fact that at one 
end 6” the platform there is a con- 
siderghle drop to the street level. 

W. T. Woodroofe, superintendent 
of the street railway, during the 
course of a conversation with 1. Bul 
letin man on Tuesday night, said the 
platforms were not intended for pas 
tengers to stand on while waiting fo1 
cars, but merely to assist them in 
boarJing cars at points where the 
track ‘s higher than the roadway. 

“Would it not be a good thing 
thea, .» widen the platform:, so as t» 
provide more standing room for pas- 
sengers”” 

“We have considered that point,” 
the superintendent said, “but both 
the city engineer and myself are of 
the opinion that the increased width 
would prove a menace to passing ve 
hicles, especially where the streets 
are not any too well lighted, as a 
the point where the accident occur- 
red.” 

“Why not have a narrow, single 
plank to serve as a step for passeng- 
ers entering and léaving the cars?” 

“There would also be an element 
of danger in that,”’ said Mr, Wood- 
roofe, “as passengers might fall  be- 
tween the plank and the track. 

The whole matter will probably’ be 
further investigated in the near fu 
ture, as Alderman Calder brought it 
to the attention of the commission- 
ers at last night's council meeting, 
and asked them to consider it at aq 
early opportunity,

London, Jan. 16—-According to f- 
gures issued in parliamentary paper, 
the strength of the territorial force 


on October 1, 1912, was 9,236 officers 
and 252,152 non-commissioned offi- 
cere and men. Of these, 6,855 offi- 
cers and 154,995 non-commissioned 
officers and men put in fifteen days 
and over in camp during 1912, Al- 
together 1,862 officers and 33,350
